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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during March were valued at £2,998,734, which shows 
an increase of £299,126, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the three months there was a decrease of £293,655, or 
over 3 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea 
imports during March amounted to £1,860,828, as compared with 
£1,626,120 in 1908; the total for the three months was £5,072,858, an 
increase of £86,829 over the corresponding figures for 1908. There 
were increases in iron and steel, leather, machines and machinery, and 
timber ; and decreases in apparel and soft goods, metal manufactures, 
tea, and sugar. 


The oversea exports for March amounted to £2,425,668, and show 
an increase of £174,880 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. Wool increased by £347,000, and wheat by £190,000; whereas 
minerals decreased by £248,000, and butter by £72,000. For the three 
months there was an increase in the oversea exports of £674,795, or 
nearly 10 per cent., as compared with last year. Minerals decreased by 
£524,000, and butter by £191,000; but wool £763,000, wheat 
£597,000, meats £139,000, and tallow £73,000, show substantial 
increases. Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of the former 
during the three months increased by £880,952, but the latter decreased 
by £206,157. 


Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for March show that the net revenue 
for the month was £1,253,015, or £4,325 more than in March of last 
year. During the nine months ended 31st March the revenue was 
£10,151,797, being £508,606, or 4-8 per cent., less than the corresponding 
period of the last financial year. The principal increases in receipts 
during the nine months were—From Land Revenue, £25,878; Railways 
and Tramways, £207,396 ; and Sydney Harbour Trust, £4,854. The 
returns from Commonwealth revenue decreased by £471,607; and 
taxation, £201,499. The expenditure during March was £1,392,709, 
an increase of £91,722 as compared with March of last year. During 
the nine months the expenditure was £10,019,939, being £783,947, or 
8-5 per cent., more than in 1907-8. Expenditure on Government 
Departments increased by £172,768, Business Undertakings by 
£470,022, and Interest payments by £61,857. On the 31st’ March, 
1909, the balance to credit of the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
£945,434. 
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Gold Production.—The gold yield during March was 7,645 oz. crude, equal 
to 6,797 oz. fine, valued at £28,872. The value of gold produced during 
the three months was £201,355, and showed a decrease of £64,392, as 


compared with the corresponding period of 1908. 


Prices.—The general index number for March was higher than in 
February, but was lower than for March in any of the previous three 
years. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,125, for metals 
1,032, and for all articles 1,158. Prices generally were higher than in 
the previous month, the principal increases being in wheat, mutton, and 
tin. 


Meteorology.—During the early part of March, light to heavy general rainfall, 
accompanied by thunderstorms, was experienced almost throughout the 
State, but with the exception of portions of the North Coast, Western 
Division, South-Western Plain, and the South-Western Slope, the total 
rainfall recorded for the month was much below the average. 


Land Selections.— During March 176 new settlers applied for 169,152 acres ; 
and 153,761 acres, representing 112 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 598, and the area applied for 424,987 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 
409,809 acres, representing 404 blocks.
